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U.S. hands off Iraq, Syria, Yemen & Palestine! 


Will the Pentagon attack Iran?

After frame-up victims Ethel and 
Julius Rosenberg were executed in 1953, 
French philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre 
wrote that the capitalist United States 
was “sick with rabies.” 

Seven decades later, Wall Street’s 
Big Oil empire is even more rabid and 
bloodthirsty. Using U.S.-supplied bombs 
and shells, the Zionist regime occupy- 
ing Palestine has killed 30,000 people 
in Gaza. Behind the fascist Benjamin 
Netanyahu is Genocide Joe Biden. 

In less than a month the Pentagon has 
attacked Iraq, Syria and Yemen, killing 
dozens with bombs and missiles. Over 
106 million people live in these three 
sovereign countries. 

Twenty-one years after the Second Gulf 
War, U.S. troops are still in Iraq despite the 
country’s parliament demanding that they 
leave. The U.S. occupies oil fields in Syria 
and steals the petroleum. 

Beginning in 2014, Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates — both vassal states 
of Big Oil — invaded Yemen, killing 377,000 
people before being beaten back. Mean- 
while Yemen was blockaded by the U.S. 
Navy as its children starved. 

Now the U.S. and Britain are bombing Ye- 
men because the country has closed the Red 
Sea to ships owned by or going to apartheid 
“Israel.” Yemen’s people, led by the Ansar- 
allah movement, are doing so in righteous 
solidarity with Gaza. 

In the last week the Biden administration 
has struck Iraq and Syria over 75 times. A 
Feb. 7 attack killed two commanders ofa re- 
sistance group in Baghdad. Iraqis respond- 
ed by chanting “America is the devil.” 

The White House’s excuse for these dev- 
ilish attacks was a drone that hit a U.S. base 
in Jordan near the Syrian border on Jan. 28. 
Three Black GIs from Georgia were killed.

As with over 7,000 Black GIs killed in the 
dirty war against Vietnam and Laos, it’s the 
Pentagon that has the blood of these three 
soldiers on its hands. 


Demonizing the oppressed 


The wealthy and powerful always slan- 
der freedom fighters. The U.S. State Depart- 
ment kept Nelson Mandela on its terrorist 
list until he was 89 years old. 

The response of the Zionist state to the 
International Court of Justice chastising its 
crimes in Gaza was to attack the United Na- 
tions Relief and Works Agency. Netanyahu’s 
regime claimed that a dozen of the UNR- 
WA’s 13,000 employees took part in the Oct.

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‘A slap in the face’: Trump meeting 
sparks outrage | In Teamsters union

By acting in the role of the old racist 
and sexist business-unionism leader- 
ship, Teamsters union President Sean 
O’Brien made a sharp break with the 
new progressive union movement — 
personally visiting Donald Trump in 
Mar-a-Lago, Florida, on Jan 26. Subse- 
quently, O’Brien demanded the entire 
Teamsters General Executive Board 
meet with Trump at the union’s head- 
quarters in Washington, D.C., on Jan. 31 

Forming a vocal opposition, John 
Palmer, a Teamsters International vice 
president from Texas, refused to attend 
the meeting with an “insurrectionist.” 
In an interview with Steve Zeltser on 
WorkWeek Radio, Palmer said: “There’s 
zero — nothing on issues that affect labor 
that Donald Trump supports nor has he 
ever supported. Trump basically spits in 
our faces.” 

The Teamsters National Black Caucus 
said ina statement about O’Brien’s meet- 
ing with Trump: Trump’s “union-bust- 
ing tactics, blatant disregard for govern- 
ment, and his bigotry are known ... as 
he has proudly touted his vile rhetoric to 
any listening audience.” 

Chris Silvera, a leader of Teamsters 
Local 808 and former chair of the Team- 
sters Black Caucus, said: “We’re not deal- 
ing with the Republican Party anymore. 
People should be very clear about this. 
They are confederates, people who think 
there needs to be a Civil War. You’ve got 
a president of the Teamsters union who’s 
consorting and is actually helping give 
credibility to this person who’s calling 
for a dictatorship.” 

Silvera explained: “O’Brien went to 
Mar-a-Lago, the place where people go to 
bow down there to ‘Kiss the Ring of Don- 
ald Trump.’ There’s something improp- 
er with our president making this trip to 
the headquarters of the confederacy. 

“Tt is an affront to all those members 
who are not a party to this fascist move- 
ment. It sends a message to all the Black, 
Latin, Muslim, and women union mem- 
bers that you really don’t care about them. 

“O’Brien’s worrying about the racist 
elements within the union. Instead he 
should be trying to either convert those 


elements over to a newfound reality or 
to isolate them. To really believe that we 
had to play with them at this moment in 
history is troubling, to say the least.” 


Gained appearance of militant leader 


During Teamsters union organizing 
campaigns at Amazon and contract ne- 
gotiations such as that with UPS last July, 
Sean O’Brien gained the appearance of 
a militant labor leader, covering up an 
earlier image of a tough guy with shady 
connections. 

The Teamsters UPS contract cam- 
paign, “while notable for its bloviating, 
looked hollow compared with the UAW 
‘Stand Up Strikes’ against the former Big 
Three automakers,” writes Joe Allen, au- 
thor of “The Package King: A Rank and 
File History of United Parcel Service.” 

O’Brien comes from Teamsters Local 25 
in Boston, which is reported to have a long 
history of racism. Silvera says there are no 
Black workers there. Strangely enough, 
Black workers sat on the Executive Board 
of Local 25 at the turn of the century. Sil- 
vera says, “Local 25 has fallen behind.” 

Last February, former Black and Latino 
workers for the Teamsters International 
Union initiated a legal suit accusing the 
union of racism after O’Brien became 
the union’s president in March 2022. The 
lawsuit says that “rather than maintain- 
ing or increasing diversity, more than a 
dozen people of color were fired, setting 
back the Organizing Department’s goals 
of effectively recruiting and organizing 
non-whites, in favor of bolstering the ma- 
jority white membership.” 

It also claims that O’Brien “publicly 
humiliated” the plaintiffs in the case, 
calling them “bad apples” and “lazy.” 

Teamsters for a Democratic Union 
(TDU), the promoters of O’Brien, were

once seen as rank-and-file reformers in 
the union. At its November convention, 
the TDU tabled a motion for a ceasefire in 
Gaza. The motion for a ceasefire had been 
put forward by Teamsters Mobilize (TM) 
members, a much smaller network of 
Teamsters activists. One member of TM 
was banned from the TDU convention for 
criticizing it. TM has campaigned for $25 
per hour starting pay for part-timers and 
for solidarity with Palestine. 


‘A slap in the face’ 


Richard Hooker Jr., the secretary-trea- 
surer of Teamsters Local 623 and 
vice-president of the Philadelphia AFL- 
CIO Board, said: “As leaders, we have 
to do a better job of explaining to our 
members that a vote for Trump is a vote 
against your pension, a vote for Trump 
is a vote against organizing workers, a 
vote for Trump is another vote against 
the working class.” 

Jess Lister, a shop steward in Georgia 
and member of the Teamsters LGBTQ 
caucus, who has helped lead a campaign 
to organize part-time UPS workers, 
called the meeting “a slap in the face.” 

Lister added that she did not support 
Biden, but that she viewed the Trump 
meeting as especially galling given his 
record of stacking the courts with an- 
ti-union judges and overseeing a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
that issued rulings making it harder for 
workers to organize. 

“He has a longstanding history of rac- 
ism, of hate towards women, towards 
minorities, towards the LGTBQ commu- 
nity — he is not accepting of other peo- 
ple,” Lister said. “Our union president 
shouldn’t even entertain the idea of a 
meeting. That shouldn’t have even been 
on the table.” #

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Migrant caravans are challenging 
an oppressive border regime

Over Christmas, images of thousands 
of women, men, and children walking 
behind a banner and a man carrying a 
white cross appeared on the front pages 
of media outlets worldwide. They were 
Venezuelans, Hondurans, Guatemalans, 
Cubans, Haitians, and others who togeth- 
er formed the “exodus from poverty” (Ex- 
odo de la Pobreza), as the banner reads. 

Many of them looked tired after walk- 
ing dozens of miles through southern 
Mexico. Many carried their children, 
belongings, and even their pets toward 
the North. 

Mexican authorities disbanded the 
caravan by offering regularization and 
transport buses just after New Year’s 
Eve. About ten days later, the caravaner- 
os reassembled in Oaxaca to make their 
way northward. 

This was by no means the first border 
caravan to progress through Mexican 
territory. A month earlier, another cara- 
van, also several thousand participants 
strong, had marched through the south 
of Mexico. In April 2023, three thousand 
migrants gathered in Tapachula, unit- 
ed in a northward march to protest the 
country’s detention system. 

The urgency of their cause was un- 
derscored just weeks prior when a fire 
killed forty detained migrants in Ciudad 
Juarez, within sight of El Paso, demon- 
strating the lethality of the existing bor- 
der-control system. The people who take 
part in the border caravans are mount- 
ing a challenge to that system by voting 
with their feet. 


Challenging the border regime 


When the largest caravan to date ap- 
proached the U.S. border during the 2018 
midterms, Donald Trump sent the mili- 
tary to the border. Trump spoke of a for- 
eign invasion and promised to crush the 
caravans. 

Joe Biden’s rhetoric as president has 
been less harsh. However, despite Re- 
publican claims that his administration 
has somehow pulled U.S. border security 
to pieces, Biden has quietly continued 
and intensified the violent, senseless 


Central American migrants taking part in car- 
avans that cross Mexico’s territory are often 
presented as pawns manipulated by NGOs 
or smuggling gangs. In fact, they’re making 
an active choice to challenge a violent border 
system that extends far beyond U.S. soil. 


border and migration strategies of his 
predecessor. 

Nevertheless, “irregular” migration 
has increased, and caravans full of 
people fleeing dispossession become in- 
creasingly frequent. It is almost as if the 
globalized U.S. border regime and the 
imperialism it backs are not preventing 
but rather precipitating the caravans. 

Decades of dispossession and destabi- 
lization in Latin America have shrunk 
the space people see for their future. 
Yet, when they gather to take on one of 
the world’s most tightly-knit border re- 
gimes, they find collective agency pre- 
cisely where hope seems least probable. 


False images 


Too often, analyses of these caravans, 
be they in Mexico, Belarus, or Turkey, 
take one of two positions. The Right 
paints them as “invading hordes” direct- 
ed by NGOs, activists, or other enemies 
of the state. Liberals, on the other hand, 
tend to see them as pawns manipulated 
by politicians and deceived by smugglers. 

Migrants themselves rarely appear in 
these analyses as anything other than 
passive witnesses of the horrors of ir- 
regular migration. While there is much 
truth in the descriptions of violence, ex- 
ploitation, and abuse along the U.S.’s ver- 
tical border, a crucial part of the story is 
missing: self-organization by migrants 
to overcome this violence. This makes it 
all too easy to shift the blame to anyone 
and anything but the imperialist border 
regime that produces it. 


Caravans are an active response to 
border externalization — the extension 
of border regimes into the territory of 
third countries. This strategy makes mi- 
gration increasingly dangerous and pro- 
duces the precarity that makes migrants 
particularly exploitable once they arrive 
at their (often temporary) destination. It 
is an integral part of what migrant activ- 
ist and author Harsha Walia calls “bor- 
der imperialism.” 

U.S. foreign policy is to blame for 
much of the violence and poverty that 
robs people in Latin America of their 
right to stay in their home regions. This 
impact manifests itself in the form of 
direct or indirect interventions and dis- 
possession through unequal trade and 
waves of ruthless privatization backed 
by U.S.-supported local autocrats. 

For a few decades now, the United 
States has attempted to remove the result 
of its politics — displaced people — from 
its immediate territorial boundary. This 
becomes evident through repeated state- 
ments from the U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection (CBP) that declare the South- 
western border to be the “last line of de- 
fense, not the first.” 

Through a series of deals, the U.S. bor- 
der has, in effect, been extended deep 
into Mexican and even Guatemalan 
territory. The highly militarized, inter- 
nationally active Border Patrol Tactical 
Unit (BORTAC) that “defends” the Unit- 
ed States against transit migrants in 
Mexico and Black Lives Matter protest- 
ers in Portland is just the most obvious 
example of this stretching. 

Because migration is treated as a se- 
curity issue, migrants have to become 
invisible. Aggressive border practices, 
which often include abuse and extor- 
tion by authorities, force migrants to 
move where they cannot be detected. 
The further they move away from public 
space, the more dangerous their journey 
becomes. Many migrants now refer to 
the journey across Mexican territory as 
“The Corridor of Death” (El corredor de 
la Muerte).

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Studying Lenin to fight 
imperialist war and racism

Introductory presentation to 
the Struggle-La Lucha class on 
the book “War and Lenin in the 
21st Century,” Feb. 4, 2024. 


This year marks the centen- 
nial of V.I. Lenin’s death. His 
famous pamphlet “Imperialism, 
the Highest Stage of Capital- 
ism” has immensely influenced 
the politics of the last century. 
That’s in part because Lenin was 


the leader of the first socialist Vladimir Lenin giving a speech to the Red Army in Sverdlov 
revolution as well as the de facto Square, Moscow, May 5, 1920. On the right of the platform is 


leader of the Third (Communist) Leon Trotsky, commander of the Red Army. 


International. Even if Lenin had 

not led a socialist revolution, his pam- 
phlet likely would have been influential, 
though maybe not as much as it has been. 

To fully understand the importance 
of Lenin’s pamphlet, you need to know 
the circumstances in which it was writ- 
ten and why Lenin wrote it. Lenin al- 
ways had a specific political purpose for 
his major writings. 

So, Lenin wrote “Imperialism” while 
European capitalism was tearing itself 
apart in the upheaval of the First World 
War. 

Leaders of the Second International 
— an international organization that 
was established in 1889 to unite social- 
ists worldwide — had recognized the 
growing likelihood of a major conflict 
among the European powers. While 
Lenin expected the war, the disintegra- 
tion of the Second International caught 
him off guard. As the war unfolded in 
Europe in the summer of 1914, most of 
the Second International’s branches sid- 
ed with their own countries against the 
other countries, effectively ending the 
Second International. 

Before the war, there had been wide- 
spread anti-war agitation on the part of 
the socialist parties of Germany, France, 
and other European countries. Mass 
anti-war rallies were staged in most 
capital cities. At that time, the anti-war 
struggle was considered an insepara- 
ble part of the working-class struggle 
against capitalism. 


Based on the sizable anti-war move- 
ment before the war and the anti-war 
conferences held by the parties of the 
Second International from all countries, 
the outbreak of the war was expected to 
put the overthrow of capitalism at the 
top of the Second International’s agen- 
da. The workers of all these countries 
were united to defend their interests 
against the capitalists and their war. 

Capitalism, imperialism and inter-im- 
perialist rivalries were the root cause of 
the war; therefore, overturning capital- 
ism would end the war. And that’s what 
the Second International had pledged 
before the war. But too many of the Sec- 
ond International’s parties in the impe- 
rialist countries ended up supporting 
their own imperialists in the war. 

So, Lenin’s writings in those years 
were linked to the Second Internation- 
al’s collapse and the efforts to establish 
a new Third International. From Le- 
nin’s perspective, the new International 
would be based on the lessons learned 
from the Second International’s failure. 
At the center of Lenin’s analysis was the 
phenomenon Lenin and other leaders 
of the Second International had come to 
call “imperialism.” 


The meaning of imperialism 


Today’s socialists are coming up 
against the questions that confronted 
earlier generations of socialists, both in 
the U.S. and worldwide, especially this 


question of imperialism and im- 
perialist war. What is the mean- 
ing of the word “imperialism”? 

What position should you take 
on the wars now raging in Pal- 
estine, Yemen, and Syria and the 
threatening spread of a U.S. war 
on Iran? What about the U:S./ 
NATO proxy war in Ukraine? Or 
Washington’s threats targeting 
Venezuela and North Korea? Or 
the war buildup against China? 

Struggles against imperial- 
ism are often fought with so- 
cialist goals, such as the Cuban 
Revolution in 1959. Socialists 
today support and defend Cuba 
and the Cuban Communist Party. 

But anti-imperialist struggles are not 
always led by people who share our 
aims. Sometimes, as we have seen, resis- 
tance to imperialism is led by reformist 
political forces that are pro-capitalist, 
even reactionary, the opposite of all that 
socialists believe in. What stand should 
we take when Biden mobilizes the Army 
and Navy, the Air Force and Marines, 
and billions in weapons and ammuni- 
tion to Ukraine for war on Russia to en- 
force, in his words, a civilizing “rules- 
based international order” against the 
evil Putin? 

Back before World War One, socialists 
in the Second International opposed the 
imperialist war against the reactionary 
monarchy of China as a colonialist war 
of aggression. But the right wing of the 
Second International began to argue that 
imperialism had a civilizing mission. 
They claimed that Western capitalism 
was bringing the benefits of capitalism 
and Western civilization to the “uncivi- 
lized nations.” They said those countries 
must go through a stage of capitalism to 
become civilized. 

A majority of the leaders of the Second 
International rejected these arguments. 
However, the openly pro-imperialist, 
pro-colonial, racist right-wing Social 
Democrats who supported the “civiliz- 
ing mission” of imperialism were toler- 
ated as a legitimate current within the

The words imperialism, capitalism, 
socialism, colonialism and neo-colonial- 
ism, combined with words like war, oc- 
cupation, NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization), IMF (International Mon- 
etary Fund), and globalization, are used 
at many mass demonstrations world- 
wide. What do these terms mean?

Vladimir Lenin, the revolutionary leader of the Soviet Union and a key contributor 
to Marxist theory, wrote “Imperialism, the Highest Stage of Capitalism” in 1916, 


more than a century ago. It is still one of the most influential critiques of imperialism. 


After the first imperialist world war broke out, Lenin’s main interest was promot- 


ing a socialist revolution to end the war. To this end, he exposed the war's economic 


roots and explained why the popular Social Democratic anti-war movement had 
crumbled. Lenin identified imperialism’s key features: monopoly capitalism, finance 
capital, the export of capital, and colonialism, leading to the competitive division of

The United States emerged from WWII as the world’s most powerful imperialist 
country, gaining control of European and Japanese empires in Asia and Africa. 
It established the U.S. dollar as the international currency and engaged in endless 
wars to maintain what the Cubans call ‘The Empire.’ 


Unlike in 1914, the U.S. military-industrial complex dominates the imperialist world. 


As in Lenin’s time, the conclusion is that socialist revolution will end 


imperialist war, enabling workers to meet their own needs. 
This book includes Lenin’s original pamphlet.

neo-colonialism and U.S./French imperi- 
alism in August 2023. 

With the worldwide humanitarian 
and environmental crisis that exists to- 
day as the result of global war, it is im- 
perative that people deepen their under- 
standing of the meaning of imperialist 
wars, neo-colonialism, and occupation.

7 Al- Aqsa Flood offensive. 

While the capitalist media gave wall- 
to-wall coverage to this allegation, it’s 
been almost silent about the 154 UNRWA 
employees killed by Israel. 

That one-out-of-a-thousand UNRWA 
employees supposedly participated in 
this uprising was enough for the United 
States and eight other capitalist countries 
to cut off funding. Endangered are the 
UNRWA’s 706 schools with over 500,000 
students and 140 health facilities. 

In 2022, the U.S. contribution towards 
these absolutely essential activities was 
$344 million. The U.S. Senate voted on 
Feb. 4 to give 40 times as much — $14 bil- 
lion — to the Israeli military to kill more 
Palestinian children. 

Continual racist poison is necessary 
for this slaughter. Fox News and Tuck- 
er Carlson are not the only sources for a 
sewer of Islamophobia.

Friedman has likened resistance fight- 
ers in Palestine and Lebanon to insects.

The U.S.-sup- 
plied white phosphorus bombs that 
Israel drops on Gaza are not any more 
humane. 


Is Iran or Korea next? 


Biden’s bombings of Iraq, Syria and 
Yemen don’t satisfy everyone in the mil- 
itary-industrial-complex.

Second International. 

Later, as I said before, the whole Sec- 
ond International was ripped apart as 
various sections of the International 
supported their own imperialist gov- 
ernments against other imperialist gov- 
ernments. After this occurred, Lenin 
and his supporters concluded that the 
Third International they were trying to 
build would have to exclude such racist, 
pro-imperialist, pro-colonial forces. 


Uniting two revolutionary currents 

Lenin’s pamphlet on imperialism con- 
nects two revolutionary currents -- the 
proletarian revolution in the imperialist 
countries and the anti-imperialist liber- 
ation struggles in the colonized nations. 

Rather than being separate, unequal 
events, Lenin shows they are interde- 
pendent; they are linked. 

Imperialism is global, making the 
world revolutionary process also global. 
Lenin’s analysis extended Marxism from 
being a theory of the proletarian revolu- 
tion in the advanced capitalist countries 
to a theory of world revolution. 


Lenin wrote in another document 
that the Communist International’s en- 
tire policy should rest primarily on a 
closer union of the proletarians in the 
imperialist countries and the oppressed 
masses of all countries for a joint revolu- 
tionary struggle to overthrow the land- 
owners and the bourgeoisie. (Thus, the 
slogan “Workers and oppressed peoples 
of the world unite!”) That unity alone 
can guarantee victory over capitalism. 

Socialism is now the goal of all revolu- 
tions, no matter where they occur. 

As for why the Second International 
collapsed, Lenin answered based on an 
earlier suggestion by Frederick Engels 
that a “labor aristocracy” had risen 
in the imperialist countries that were 
“bribed” from imperialist super-profits. 

At that time, the U.S. was an emerging 
imperialist power. As a settler state, its 
colonies were internal, starting with 
the brutal subjugation of the Indigenous 
population and the enslaved African 
American colony. 

Following enslavement, African 
Americans were forced to sell their 
labor power at a considerably cheap- 


er price than the white workers and, 
therefore, perform extra unpaid labor 
compared to white workers. This extra 
unpaid labor created a profit above and 
beyond the average rate of profit, the 
super-profit that was partially shared 
with a privileged, segregated labor ar- 
istocracy, particularly the labor leaders 
and politicians. 

This is the material basis for the wide- 
spread racism among white workers 
that has so weakened the U.S. working 
class and the labor unions. The U.S. has 
also attracted many immigrants from 
countries around the world who can 
also be super-exploited. Among the most 
super-exploited were the immigrants 
from China starting in the late 1800s. 
The various immigrant communities, 
in some cases, have served as what 
amounted to “internal colonies” that 
produced extra surplus value. 

That’s why the fight against racism, 
against national oppression, for Black 
and Brown liberation, for gender liber- 
ation, and international working-class 
solidarity is paramount in the struggle 
for socialism.

NYC continues to ‘get louder’ for Palestine

Thousands of people 
marched in Manhattan on 
Feb. 4 to demand a cease- 
fire and an end to the geno- 
cide in Gaza. At least 30,000 
Palestinians, including 
10,000 children, have been 
murdered there. 

The action, called by 
the Shut It Down for Pal- 
estine Coalition, started 
with a rally in front of the 
great reference library on 
Fifth Avenue. 

One of the speakers was Manolo De 
Los Santos, executive director of The 
People’s Forum, who has been targeted 
for arrest by the cops. Police busted De 
Los Santos again at Sunday’s peaceful 
protest, along with six other people. 

The recent series of arrests is part of 
an attempted crackdown on the pro-Pal- 
estinian events. It’s reminiscent of po- 
lice attacks on the Black Lives Matter 
movement. 

One of the cops’ excuses for busting 


protesters is the use of bullhorns and 
other sound devices. So people were en- 
couraged to bring noisemakers, drums 
and anything else to make it louder for 
Palestine. 

Thousands marched down Fifth Av- 
enue and across 34th Street, past the 
block-long Macy’s department store. Po- 
lice continually played a recorded mes- 
sage threatening arrests if people didn’t 
stay on the sidewalk. Nobody was inti- 
mated and marchers took to the streets 


when they could. 

People then marched 
north on Eighth Ave- 
nue, stopping briefly 
at the New York Times, 
which has been lying 
about Palestine for 75 
years. The march end- 
ed at the Lincoln Cen- 
ter for the Performing 
Arts. 

The complex was 
built by evicting thou- 
sands of Puerto Rican 
and Black families

It was a mini-Nakba, like the Nakba that 
drove 750,000 Palestinians from their 
homeland.

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Why ‘blood libel’ charge against So. Africa 
case trivializes real antisemitism

On Jan. 26, the International Court 
of Justice accepted South Africa’s land- 
mark genocide case against the Zionist 
entity. The court issued the following 
ruling: 


“The Court indicates the following 
provisional measures: 
(1) By fifteen votes to two, 

The State of Israel shall, in accor- 
dance with its obligations under the 
Convention on the Prevention and 
Punishment of the Crime of Genocide 
in relation to Palestinians in Gaza, 
take all measures within its power 
to prevent the commission of all acts 
within the scope of Article II of this 
Convention, in particular: 


¢ killing members of the group; 


* causing serious bodily or mental 
harm to members of the group; 


¢ deliberately inflicting on the group 
conditions of life calculated to bring 
about its physical destruction in 
whole or in part.” 

The ICJ’s ruling, while imperfect, was 
welcomed by the various resistance 
groups in Palestine, including the Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP) and the Islamic Resistance Move- 
ment-— Hamas. 

However, the imperialist world met 
the ICJ’s decision with vitriol. Zionist of- 
ficials and their allies have ranted and 
raved against the South African geno- 
cide case since its inception. 

As published by the CIA mouthpiece 
Voice of America, White House Nation- 
al Security Council spokesperson John 
Kirby claimed that South Africa’s ICJ fil- 
ing was “meritless, counterproductive 
and completely without basis in fact 
whatsoever.” 

The thousands of Palestinian children 
fighting for their lives while buried un- 


der rubble may disagree with Kirby’s 
assessment. 

To think, Kirby’s cruel comments 
came weeks before the ICJ even decided 
to accept South Africa’s case and order 
provisional measures for the Zionists to 
fulfill within 30 days. 

The wave of Western outrage at the 
South African filing did not end with 
U.S. security officials. Zionist media 
outlets and officials went on a full blitz 
against the accusations of genocide, in- 
cluding alleging that the South African 
case was a “blood libel.” 

Needless to say, the reaction of the 
U.S., the Zionist entity, and the other im- 
perialists when the ICJ actually ruled in 
favor of South Africa was extreme.

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Israel suffers a defeat at IC] - 
time to push harder!

Before 2015 Palestinians’ evidence of 
genocide by the Israeli state and milita- 
rized settlers was ignored by the ICC and 
International Court of Justice (ICJ). In 
2015 Palestine was accepted as a mem- 
ber state of the International Criminal 
Court (ICC). 

An investigation by the ICC cover- 
ing 2014 to 2021 concluded there was a 
“reasonable basis” to the allegation of 
war crimes ongoing in Palestinian ter- 
ritories. However, Karim Khan, the new 
chief prosecutor, showed bias for Israel 
by stalling the continued investigation of 
the crimes. 

But then, amidst the ongoing Israeli 
genocide in Gaza, South Africa stepped 
in — a former victim of apartheid with 
international support and the means to 
take on the ICJ on behalf of Palestine — 
and that could not be ignored. 

African solidarity with Palestine, like 
the solidarity of Black people in the US., 
has a long tradition. That solidarity in- 
spires the support of all sectors of the 
working class. The courage and skills of 
South Africa’s representatives greatly 
moved our class. 

The war wasn’t won with the Jan. 26 
ruling by the International Court of Jus- 
tice calling on Israel to “prevent death, 
destruction and any acts of genocide in 
Gaza.” But a battle was won by exposing 
and weakening Israel, forcing the ICJ to 
recognize almost every point in South 
Africa’s charges and to take up the issue 
of genocide. 

South Africa was clear about the 
necessity of calling for an immediate 
ceasefire. Many were hoping for this as 
well. But the ICJ failed humanity on that 
point and fell into its historic Western 
imperialist biases by demanding Hamas 
release Israelis captured during the con- 
flict while ignoring the much greater 
number of Palestinians kidnapped by 
the Israeli “Defense” Forces (IDF). 

The ICJ also seemingly forgot that the 
ongoing occupation of Palestine estab- 
lishes the right to fight that occupation. 
It ignored the right of self-defense of Pal- 
estinians in Gaza and the West Bank.

Genocide? Court couldn’t decide 


The ICJ ruling was indeed a gain. 
But it falls far short of the necessity of 
stopping the Israeli massacres that now 
have reached unprecedented levels of 
daily killings, threatening the entire 2.3 
million population in Gaza, with Pales- 
tinian deaths since Oct. 7, 2023, nearing 
30,000. 

Add to those the deaths from famine 
and lack of health care as a result of the 
Israeli war, and many thousands could 
be added to that number in the near fu- 
ture. 

Emergency medical care for the peo- 
ple of Gaza will continue to be denied 
as long as the Israeli massacres contin- 
ue. After months of bombing, just 20% 
of hospital capacity remains. The crisis 
of health care and hunger is driven by 
showers of bullets and 155mm artillery 
shells provided by the United States, 
aimed at people attempting to distribute 
humanitarian aid - like the flour provid- 
ed by the United Nations. 

For attempting to feed children, par- 
ents and aid workers are being sen- 
tenced to death by the Israeli military. 


Do the people in the ivory towers of the 
ICC and ICJ really need a year to figure 
out whether these atrocities against hu- 
manity should be considered genocide? 
A clear and formal call for a ceasefire, 
requested by South Africa, should have 
been made, given that about 30,000 Pal- 
estinians have been killed, with nearly 
50% being children. 

The week before the ICJ ruling, the 
Israeli bombings and massacres of Pal- 
estinians continued at the pace set after 
the Oct. 7 Israeli raids inside Gaza. Just 
one day before the ruling, 150 people 
were injured receiving food, and Israe- 
li terrorists attacked civilians next toa 
shelter and hospital. 

Al Jazeera reported: “On Jan. 25 the 
Gaza Health Ministry said the Israeli at- 
tacks killed 200 Palestinians in the last 
24 hours and injured 370, as Israeli forc- 
es surrounded Nasser and Al-Amal hos- 
pitals in Khan Younis. 

“At least 20 killed and 150 wounded as 
Israeli tanks fire shells and live rounds 
at people in northern Gaza City who 
lined up to receive much-needed hu- 
manitarian supplies, health officials say.

“The Israeli military demolished hun- 
dreds of buildings near its fence with 
Gaza as it seeks to create ‘a buffer zone’ 
in clear defiance of U.S. demands. 

“Death toll from yesterday’s Israeli 
attack on UNRWA facility in Khan You- 
nis rises to 13, as U.N. says Israel’s assur- 
ances of protecting civilians not being 
followed.” 

And the day after ... the ICJ couldn’t 
decide whether the incidents should be 
considered genocide, or if calling for a 
ceasefire was really necessary. 

Every hour in Gaza: 


¢ 15 people are killed (six are children) 
¢ 35 people are injured 

¢ 42 bombs are dropped 

* 12 buildings are destroyed 


This is based on Israeli military fig- 
ures for the first six days of the genocide, 
and it has not de-escalated since then. In 
fact, the Israeli military needed to re-or- 
der more artillery shells with special 
overnight delivery from Antony Blinken 
and Joe Biden, sidestepping Congress. 

Congress probably didn’t mind, 
though, in light of the almost unanimous 
Democratic and Republican vote for a 
bill supporting Zionism — in its most re- 
actionary, fascist form, represented by 
Benjamin Netanyahu. 

So every day of killing means 15 x 24 
Palestinians, with 6 x 24 being children. 
Killed by the U.S.-funded, U.S.-armed Is- 
raeli military. Every day. 


U.S. cuts relief funds 


On the same day the ICJ made its rul- 
ing, Washington decided that cutting off 
funds to the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (UNRWA) was a good idea. 
Even though the UNRWA facility in Gaza 
that provides vital, life-saving medical 
care to the injured was the site of a mas- 
sacre the day before. Even though civil- 
ians there were bombed by shells from 
tanks launched by the Israeli military, it 
seems this was a good idea. 

The decision to freeze UNRWA funds 
was based on an allegation, made solely 
by Israel, claiming that 12 members of 
UNRWA were part of the Oct. 7 military 
operation by the Palestinian resistance. 
(Israel’s government has been caught in 
numerous lies before and since Oct. 7.) 


According to Reuters: “Since Israel 
launched its war following the Oct. 7 at- 
tacks, around a million Gazans, or near- 
ly 45% of the enclave’s population, have 
been sheltering in UNRWA schools, clin- 
ics and other public buildings. 

“Nearly the entire Gazan population 
now relies on UNRWA for basic necessi- 
ties, including food, water and hygiene 
supplies. 

“More than 150 UNRWA staff have 
been killed since the start of the conflict, 
making it the deadliest conflict ever for 
U.N. employees.” 

Philippe Lazzarini, commissioner 
general of the agency, said it was “shock- 
ing” that the U.S. and others cut off UNR- 
WA’s funds. 

“T urge countries who have suspended 
their funding to reconsider their deci- 
sions before UNRWA is forced to suspend 
its humanitarian response,” Lazzarini 
said in his statement. “The lives of peo- 
ple in Gaza depend on this support and 
so does regional stability.” 


Victory forced out of IC) 


The ICJ ruling is certainly a historic 
development and a victory for South Af- 
rica and the world’s people in attempting 
to weaken and isolate Israel’s policies of 
genocide and apartheid. 

It also clearly implicates not only Isra- 
el for its crime of genocide, but also the 
givers of funds and weapons who make 
that genocide possible. So far, this has 
not deterred the direction of Israel or 
the U.S., Britain, Australia and Canada, 
which follow the lead of the Biden ad- 
ministration and the Republican Party. 

The ICJ said the continuation of fam- 
ine and targeting of civilians and chil- 
dren are genocidal attacks and must 
end. Although giving Israel a month to 
check on the progress shows a lack of 
urgency in the ICJ, the ruling does allow 
the U.S. to be implicated in the crime of 
genocide — but the U.S. chose the day of 
the ICJ ruling to announce it was freez- 
ing funds for the U.N. agency standing in 
the way of famine and providing shelter 
and a modicum of safety, especially for 
Palestinian children. 

The U.S. doubled down on genocide by 
defunding UNRWA. The next day Britain, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, Finland, the 
Netherlands also suspended funds. 


The ICJ gave the world a victory that 
it did not want to give. It had no choice 
— not if it wants to keep some legitimacy 
in the eyes of the international working 
class. It was in spite of the historic role 
the ICJ and ICC have played in denying 
the suffering, the occupation, the right 
of self-defense of Palestinians, and the 
internationally legally right to fight an 
occupation, politically and militarily. 
That is exposed by the court’s refusal to 
call for a ceasefire, and its lack of cour- 
age to label Israeli genocide now — not in 
months or years. 

In spite of this, the international com- 
munity and Palestinian leadership take 
the victory and demand they give us 
more, and we and they don’t have to ask 
for it in a nice way. However, we also 
have to make room for the visibility of 
people in Gaza who shed tears after find- 
ing out the ceasefire was not demanded 
clearly and that there was no clear con- 
demnation of genocide. 

Bisan Owda, a Palestinian filmmaker, 
activist, and journalist, has documented 
the crisis in Gaza since the latest Israe- 
li terror campaign started. Owda has 
worked with the United Nations and 
shared footage with Western corporate 
media. After the IDF told Gaza residents 
to evacuate, Owda and her parents relo- 
cated from Beit Hanoun to Al-Shifa Hos- 
pital. Her family’s home and her office in 
Rimal were both bombed, destroying all 
of Owda’s film equipment. 

Using only her phone for documenta- 
tion, she shared a video of Gaza after the 
ICJ ruling. You could hear the sirens and 
the commotion in the background - the 
sounds of a war Zone: 

“There is no justice in the Internation- 
al Court of Justice. The ICJ is dealing with 
a case of genocide that Israel is commit- 
ting against Palestinians in Gaza Strip, 
forgets to tell Israel in her decision today 
to cease fire against Palestinians in Gaza. 

“We are under fire and under killing. 
We are under genocide for day 112 and 
the ICJ says the only solution for us and 
the final hope for us is forgetting to tell 
Israel to cease fire against us. Forgets 
to tell Israel that Israel must allow peo- 
ple who are displaced from the north 
of Gaza strip to return to their homes 
again. There is no justice in this world.

The struggle in all forms must contin- 
ue. As Hamas Chair Ismail Haniyeh said, 
the ruling “confirms the legitimacy of 
the Palestinian resistance and the crimi- 
nality of the Israeli occupation.” 

Palestinian Authority President Mah- 
moud Abbas said the ruling “proves that 
the Palestinian people have the right to 
defend themselves and to seek justice 
and accountability for the crimes com- 
mitted against them.” 

South African determination and abil- 
ity to build international support for the 
effort forced the ICJ to take their case 
and moved the struggle forward. South 
Africa’s Foreign Ministry said it was a 
“landmark ruling... [which] determined 
that Israel’s actions in Gaza are plausibly 
genocidal” and can only be interpreted 
as ordering an end to Israeli attacks. 

“South Africa sincerely hopes that Is- 
rael will not act to frustrate the appli- 
cation of this order, as it has publicly 
threatened to do,” said the Foreign Min- 
istry statement. 

South Africa was disappointed that the 
ruling did not order Israel to halt its mili- 
tary offensive in Gaza, as it had requested. 
But the people will take this limited victo- 
ry and demand they give us more, and we 
don’t have to ask in a nice way. 

The Ansarallah 
movement in Yemen 
certainly isn’t - and 
we also support 
that.

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libel. In particular, Zionist president 
and war criminal Isaac Herzog issued a 
statement in response to the ruling. Her- 
zog frothed, “Israel has the right of full 
self-defense” and “everyone with sense 
can see that Israel is acting in accor- 
dance with international law.” 

Herzog didn’t stop there. The blow- 
hard child murderer went as far as to 
argue that any accusation of genocide 
against the Zionist entity is blood libel. 
There’s that phrase again! 

To fully dissect Herzog’s comments 
as the hateful and toxic venom that they 
are, it is important to first reckon with 
the blood libel conspiracies that have 
been weaponized against the Jewish 
community for hundreds of years. 

A blood libel is a superstitious accu- 
sation that Jewish people perform ritual 
blood sacrifice of Christians for a variety 
of reasons. The myth developed in medi- 
eval Europe in the 12th century. Origi- 
nally, it was claimed that Jews sacrificed 
Christian children to obtain the blood 
needed to make unleavened bread, or 
matzah. 

As if the idea that Jews require blood to 
make matzah is not ridiculous enough on 
its own, the blood libel mythology further 
evolved in meaning and connotation. 

One of the most famous depictions 
of such a blood libel is William Shake- 
speare’s play, “The Merchant of Venice.” 
In the play, a Jewish merchant named 
Shylock demands a “pound of flesh” 
from a Christian whom Shylock believed 
wronged him. This version of the blood 
libel myth became more and more com- 
mon as antisemitism focused more on 
ethnic than religious hatred. 

It was this particular and broader 
formulation of the blood libel myth that 
rose to mass prominence in Nazi Germa- 
ny and its fas- 
cist allies in the 
1930s and 1940s. 

At the core of 
the contempo- 
rary blood libel 
charge is the 
idea that Jews 
are inherently 
devious and un- 
reasonable. To 
that end, Jews 
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will demand a blood libel not only to 
practice their “satanic rituals,” but as 
recompense for perceived wrongs. 

Simply put, any accusation from the 
Jewish community about antisemitism 
is really just a pretext for a pound of 
flesh, according to this lie. 


Antisemitism alive and well - in U.S. 


There is no doubt that blood libel an- 
tisemitism is alive and well - not only in 
the growing U.S. neo-Nazi movement but 
in depictions of Jewish people in main- 
stream media. 

For an institution supposedly run bya 
global Jewish cabal, Hollywood certain- 
ly produces a lot of television and films 
that depict Jews as unreasonable, venge- 
ful, and bloodthirsty. 

With all that said, for the war criminal 
Herzog to assert that a thorough South 
African ICJ case against the Zionist en- 
tity is equivalent to hundreds of years of 
antisemitic mythology is a disgrace. 

Herzog and the broader Zionist move- 
ment’s accusations of blood libel against 
South Africa trivialize the very real phe- 
nomena of blood libel antisemitism and 
all antisemitism. 

The attempt to use the oppression of 
Jewish people to justify the genocide of 
the Palestinian people and obfuscate 
any attempt to stop that genocide is as 
callous as it is arrogant. 

In fact, the current greatest purveyors 
of the blood libel myth are the wealthy 
and powerful of the United States and its 
Zionist project. 

Is it not the U.S. government, the Zion- 
ist government, and all their allies who 
incessantly assert that to be Jewish is to 
have a blood feud against all Arab peo- 
ple? Is it not Benjamin Netanyahu who 
insists that every Jew has a solemn and 
inherent responsibility to kill Arab peo- 
ple? 

The real antisemitism lies within the 
U.S. ruling class, and that same ideology 
permeates even into what is supposed to 
be a “Jewish state.” 

Zionism is not about Judaism. Zionism 
is not about combating antisemitism. Zi- 
onism is only about the proliferation of 
the imperialist agenda and expansion of 
Western ruling class profits.

Car license plates in the United States 
have the standard format of 150x300 
mm. The top part shows the name of the 
state, and the bottom part usually has 
a motto or phrase famous in the state. 
This is the story told by Cheryl LaBash, 
the owner of a Toyota with an unusual, 
interesting, and supportive license plate 
circulating around that country. 

So many I can’t remember, Cheryl La- 
Bash replies with a smile when asked 
how many times she has visited Cuba. 
She is one among countless Americans 
who call for the rapprochement of the 
two shores with the love, energy, resil- 
ience, and nobility of a people who have 
managed to survive against all odds. 

She is like an industrious ant when it 
comes to Cuba. How does Cheryl manage 
to be in Detroit one day, Boston the next, 
and Washington, D.C., the next? And in 
that back and forth, she drives her dark 
gray Toyota on roads, highways, and 
streets with a singular license plate: 
“Cuba Si.” 

The idea, she says, came from Lisa Val- 
enti, founder of the Pittsburgh-Matan- 
zas Sister Cities Association for 30 years. 
She has the same license plate on her 
car, and “then I said to myself, why not? 
Her action was my inspiration.” 

So “we have mine from Michigan and 
Lisa’s from Pennsylvania. That means

there are 48 other opportunities for peo- 
ple to show their love for Cuba in this 
way, with this special license plate,” she 
said, referring to the possibility in the 
remaining 48 states. 

Sometimes, she is surprised when oth- 
er drivers honk their horns as they pass 
by, and she says: “It obviously means 
there is a feeling for Cuba,” and she 
proudly insists that “my car has driven 
from coast to coast and even all over 
Florida.” 

In addition to the license plate, Cheryl 
carries with her a “major league base- 
ball cap with the “C” on the front and 
a Cuban flag folded in the wallet. It’s a 
good way to make sure Cuba is always 
there, too.” 


A shortwave radio 


Soft-spoken and noble-looking, Cheryl 
is awoman who has long embraced the 
struggle for justice and human rights in 
a general sense. Although she feels her 
heart is young, she says she has “lived 
several years.” 

It was her grandparents, immigrants 
from Eastern Europe, who raised her 
and forged her personality back in 
Arizona in a period that sensitized her 
to the struggles of migrants coming to 
the U.S. without speaking English. 

“T lived through the Vietnam War 
period, which opened the eyes of a gen- 
eration, as Palestine is doing today to a 
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Cheryl LaBash 


much more educated and advanced gen- 
eration, who realize that war is some- 
thing more than an accidental policy.” 

Her husband back then, a graduate 
student at a Midwestern university, was 
in danger of being drafted and sent to 
war, and “part of our activism consisted 
of listening to Radio Habana Cuba’s En- 
glish-language programming on a short- 
wave radio to update ourselves with real 
news about Vietnam.” 

Since those youthful years, Cheryl has 
“participated in activism to end Amer- 
ica’s many unjust wars, abroad and at 
home.” 

“The harshest police brutality against 
Black youth and immigrants in the global 
south, militarization of local police, re- 
pression of the rights of workers and 
the poor, an end to racism, oppression of 
women and LGBTQ2 people. For me, all 
of this is connected to capitalism and its 
highest imperialist stage,” she warned. 

Today, we too are challenged by cli- 
mate catastrophe, and it’s all happening 
in real-time, LaBash said. 

For the co-chair of the National Cuba 
Solidarity Network, which brings to- 
gether more than 70 organizations in the 
country, it is a shame that the U.S. gov- 
ernment is not in tune with the numer- 
ous “resolutions calling to remove Cuba 
from the list of state sponsors of terror- 
ism and end the blockade.” 

Those of us who live here in the United 
States — she argues — have a great respon- 
sibility to put an end to the unjust eco- 
nomic war that our country is waging 
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against Cuba, the Cuban government, 
and, ultimately, the Cuban people. 

“Whatever the outcome of the 2024 
elections, our main task is to build ties 
of friendship and solidarity with the Cu- 
ban people through travel, collaborative 
projects and awareness-raising,” the ac- 
tivist considered. 

LaBash believes that, clearly, these 
are dangerous and unstable times, with 
rampant genocide in Gaza, the impov- 
erishment of the working class for the 
benefit of the world’s ultra-rich, and the 
threat of a third world war looming over 
us all. 

“Cuba’s internationalism is a wonder- 
ful example of José Martti’s statement 
that Homeland is Humanity and an al- 
ternative to the global conflict we see 
today.” 


At first glance 


Cheryl LaBash ratifies that she loves 
Cuba because “it is a small but powerful 
example of how humanity can move for- 
ward even when faced with a cruel and 
aggressive economic, financial, com- 
mercial, and media blockade. “It is an in- 
spiration and a northern star, which has 
now moved south, of how human beings 
can live with dignity.” 

From that first time, in 1985, when she 
traveled to the Caribbean nation, as hap- 
pens with lovers, she was captivated by 
that “indomitable and rebellious Cuba”. 
It was the celebration of May Day, where 
she was representing her union at the 
Detroit Health Department, that had a 
life-changing impact on her. 

“The scandal of Black infant mortal- 
ity in the United States and in Detroit 
in particular made headlines in the 
media. In Cuba I saw with my own eyes 
the care and resources provided to 
pregnant women and the special care 
provided to all children so that they can 
develop fully.” 

Meanwhile, she laments that “Black 
infant and maternal mortality remains 
shamefully high in the United States. 
Cuba shows another way, and I just 
learned that they have extended ma- 
ternity leave to 15 months. This is just a 
dream for most new parents in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

That clash with the Island in the 1980s 
allowed her to help start a labor solidar- 


ity organization to exchange with the 
Central de Trabajadores de Cuba. 

“We organized two worker delega- 
tions per year in the early 1990s. I then 
helped in the first Pastors for Peace cara- 
vans with Rev. Lucius Walker that chal- 
lenged the blockade at both the Mexican 
and Canadian borders. I often don’t go, 
but I help with the preparations.” 

In 2009, a year after retiring, she re- 
turned for May Day with a delegation 
from the International Longshore and 
Warehouse Union. 


For freedom of Cuban 5 


It was the struggle for the release of 
Gerardo Hernandez, Ramon Labafiino, 
Antonio Guerrero, Fernando Gonzalez, 
and René Gonzalez from US prisons that 
intensified her commitment to Cuba. 

“The International Committee for the 
Freedom of the Cuban Five (currently 
the International Committee for Peace, 
Justice and Dignity), led by Graciela 
Ramirez in Cuba and the late Alicia Jrap- 
ko, in the United States, organized cre- 
ative projects such as the national tour 
of La Colmenita,” and she confesses that 
at that stage she learned that “you can 
never stop fighting.” 

And looking back at that memora- 
ble time Cheryl reflects that “in a few 
months it will be ten years since their 
freedom in December 2014. That victo- 
ry made us cry with joy when Gerardo, 
Ramon and Tony finally returned home.” 

“Tt ended that terrible chapter. That 
tremendous struggle to free the Five 
was such a victory. It makes me so hap- 
py when I now see the photos with their 
families, next to their people,” adds 
Cheryl, who affirms that the closing of 
the special presentation of La Colmenita 
in 2011 is still a driving force and inspi- 
ration for her. 

“T remember the children concluding 
the play with the cry, ‘Now what more 
can we do!’ and, you know, that’s my 
motto right now and every day. What 
more can we do to get Cuba off the SSOT 
(State Sponsors of Terrorism) list? What 
more can we do to end the blockade and 
let Cuba live?”

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The Front emphasized that Biden’s 
false statements about “the zionist re- 
sponse behavior in the Strip exceeding 
the limit, and that he is working towards 
achieving a sustainable cessation of 
fighting” are brazen and evasive.
